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REMARKS 

This paper is responsive to the Office Action dated January 3, 2007. All rejections are 
respectfully traversed. Reconsideration of all claims is respectfully requested. 

Applicants wish to thank Examiner Reilly for his helpfulness in contacting the 
undersigned Attorney by phone to explain remaining deficiencies in the claim formats of claims 
17-43, in order to further expedite prosecution of the application. The present amendments to the 
claims are respectfully intended to reflect the substance of these phone communications with 
Examiner Reilly in this regard. 

At paragraph 5 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 33-43 under 35 U.S.C. 
101. In a telephone conversation on February 13, 2007, the Examiner indicated that claims 17-32 
had similar problems. Amendments to the claims herein are respectfully believed to meet all 
requirements of the Examiner in this regard.
